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Sir Roderick 
And Buzz Bombs 


Over in London Sir Roderick 
Hill, 60, died on the street. An 


artery burst in his heart and he 
was killed by 
its red bullet. 
A lot of us 
over here owe 
him a debt, 
though few ever 
heard of him. 
He was the man 
who thought of 
the only possi- 
ble defense 
against the 
V-1 or “buzz 
bombs’’ which the Nazis started 


throwing at Great Britain late in 
the great war. 

Like many effective meas- 
ures, it was a simple one. 

He overrode the objections of 
bureaucrats, who had concen- 
tiated anti-aircraft about the 
cities, and moved them to the 
coast. There his gunners fired 
at the ugly, pilotless objects 
which carried so much death in 
their noses. They knocked down 


a substantial lot of them. Amer- 
ican gun crews, too, were 
pressed into the same service. 


Enough of the buzz bombs got 
through to destroy much of Lon- 
don. But Sir Roderick’s coastal 
guns knocked down hundreds of 
them. 


It isn’t possible to describe 
the ‘“‘things,’’ as some called 
them, They could be plainly 
seen, and heard ' It was a fas- 
cinating if no MR game to 
watch them coming and to hear 
the guns going like mad, the 
black bursts of “‘flak” all about 
them. Since they had no human 
being in them, they took on an 
inhuman quality as if some evil 
spirit rode and guided them. 
They wrecked big .buildings and 
homes. They murdered thou- 
sands. 


The V-2 

After weeks of the V-1, Hit- 
ler’s geniuses came through with 
a rush production job on the 
V-2. It really was “a thing.” 


One couldn’t see it. Nor could 
one describe it. It was faster 
than sound. It came down like 
the angel of death itself. 


One snowy, dark night, as I 
walked down Fleet street in the 
direction of St. Paul’s, the sky 
up ahead was suddenly crimson 
with a vast opening flood of 
glowing light and for a flash 
there was a silhouette of the 
great cathedral sharply etched 
against the sky with the white 
snow falling in-between. It was 
e moment of great and terrible 
beauty because, even as the 
light glowed, the frightful thun- 
der.of the explosion came down 
the again darkened street. Far 
beyond St. Paul’s men, women 
and children had died and homes 
had been blasted to bits by a 
V-2 

The V-2 gave no warning. Un- 
like . the buzz-bomb, which 
buzzed along like some great 
Lat, and seeming to say, “I’ve 
got your house on my calling 
list,” it arrived out of silence 
- and did its bloody, horrible kill- 

ing and destruction. 


But by then the British air 
forces, and our own, were blast- 
ing the V-2 installations. And, 
even though the Germans kept 
them coming, mixed in with a 
few buzzers, their troops were 
being driven back and they did 
rot have time. 


Balance 


What we were never told in 
those days was that for a few 
weeks there the fate of the 
world hung in the balance. The 
Nazis were ahead of the world 
with their jet planes. They got 
a few in the air and they were 
like eagles after sparrows as 
‘they shot slower, propeller 
planes out of the air. Had the 
Germans been a year earlier 
with buzzers, V-2s and jets, 
they might have driven Britain 
off her islands. 

As it was, the cost was ter- 
rible. At home then the people 
grumbled at some of our distant 
raids from Fortresses and Lib- 
erators, which often were al- 
most decimated. We could not 
say then we were blasting the 
factories which made parts for 
jet planes. We could not build 
them in time ourselves—so we 
had to prevent the Germans, 
who could. 

Now a man who played a part 
in that great dfama is dead— 
struck down by a heart flaw. 

And once again the world is 
in crisis. We now have jets and 
rockets and many other missiles 
“which go alone, without hands 
to guide. 

But the fight this time includes 
a battle for men’s minds—and 
we tend sometimes to forget 
this.

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The Chattahoochee 
Should Be Utilized 


Eighty years ago Army engineers 
@urveyed the Chattahoochee River from 
Atlanta to the Gulf and declared that 
havigation of the stream was feasible. 

For many reasons, but mainly because 
of the indifference of the majority of 
Atlantans, the river has remained practi- 
cally unimproved along most of its course. 
‘With the completion of Buford dam, and 
effective control of the stream’s flow, the 
Chattahoochee can be converted into a 
real friend to man, and particularly of the 
City of Atlanta. 

Meeting last Wednesday in Buford, the 
Upper Chattahoochee Development Assn. 
discussed the many possibilities of the new 
reservoir. Significantly, they heard Gov.- 
Nominate Marvin Griffin go on record as 
favoring the old, but only partially 
tealized ideal of giving the Chattahoochee 
Valley cheap transportation, and other 
advantages of harnessed rivers. 

Atlanta as a port has been a dream 
of many and an obsession with a few 
Almost since the foundation of the city. 
The complacency of most of the people, 
who felt that Atlanta’s future was secure 
enough without the benefit of a navigable 
waterway, has been the determining fac- 
tor in leaving the river much as the white 
man found it—suitable enough for the 
Cherokees and the Creeks, but only par- 
tially of use to modern man. 

The Chattahoochee has been surveyed 

‘several times with the view of bringing 
barge traffic up to Atlanta. The engi- 
neers have reported that it can be done 
quite easily. There remains doubt in the 
minds of some, though, as to the economic 
feasibility of the project. 

Atlanta has grown and prospered 
without water traffic. But there is no 
limit to the future of the area, and indeed 
of the entire valley, once the river's 
wasted flow is dammed and diverted to 
the many uses of our complex civiliza- 
tion.

Their Counter Offensive 


On the night Qf Oct. 4 Radio Moscow 
called on Communists “the world over” to 
start an all-out campaign against the de- 
cisions reached at London. If these de- 
cisions are implemented by the parlia- 
ments of the nations signing, it will bring 
a free and armed West Germany into the 
Atlantic Pact. 

By Oct. 6 the fruits of that order were 
apparent. 


First such fruit was a diplomatic 
counteroffer .by the Kremlin’s V. M. 
Molotov. 


Communist members of all parliaments 
concerned followed the party line. 

In Germany itself, the Socialist Party, 
which while not Communist, but which 
includes many fellow travelers, also was 
demanding of Chancellor Adenauer that 
he “go along” with Molotov. 

Molotov, wily foreign minister, had 
offered nothing. He had held out a carrot 
to the German donkey. If it will team 
up to pull the Soviet cart, the. Russians 
will agree to a “united Germany’”—if all 
foreign troops will depart. Such a con- 
clusion, if permitted, would leave the 
Communist-organized East German police 
army as the only effective armed force in 
the réunited country. 


With Communist agents prepared to 
sabotage Germany’s enormously success- 
ful economic revival, and political agents 
prepared to create chaos in the West Ger- 
man government, all Germany would soon 
be united under the Red flag. 


It is a hard game—the diplomatic 
game. 

We haven’t done too well at it. 

General .Gruenther has just warned 
President Eisenhower he thinks the Com- 
munists are winning the all-important 
battle for men’s minds, 

But, we are very much in the game.

On the Doorstep

ica. It so happens that “Disaster 
on Your Doorstep” is the name of 
a book that C, W. Crooke, of 1081 
Cumberland Rd., Atlanta, gave me 
awhile back. Charlie Crooke is a 
fellow DePauw VU. alumnus whose 
business is fire detection devices 
and service. 


“Disaster on Your Doorstep” 
(Harper Bros. N.Y.) is ut fire. 
Specifically, the book isfAabout why 
fires that could be pp@vented are 
costing us $750,000,000 a year. 
Briefly, the reasons listed are: 
Inadequate inspection, political cor- 
ruption in the administration of 
fire departments, faulty building, 
obsolete equipment and _ public 
apathy. 

The author, Paul Kearney, has 
studied fire prevention for more 
than 20 years. He points up the 
fact that there is no lack of tech- 
nical knowledge of how to prevent 
fires. The trouble is that people 
don't know hazards when they see 
them nor what to do in those first 
few seconds when a little fire can 
be kept from becoming big. 

Since three in every four fire 
fatalities occur in the home, Mr. 
Kearney urges family fire drills. 
He thinks the family should follow 
the example of a skillful burglar 
and have a prearranged plan on 
how to get out in case of alarm. 

The least the family can do by 
way of self protection is to shake 
itself loose from the kind of apathy 
illustrated by the moronic fellow 
who ordered his roommate to lock 
the door, as he went out. ‘‘What 
if there is a fire?’’ the roommate 
asked. ‘‘I wouldn’t go,’’ the other 
fellow said.

Mature Diplomacy 


Prevailed in London 


WASHINGTON—The successful London con- 
ference, which paves the way to bring Germany 
in the defense system of Western urope and 


NATO, was like the battle of Britain in World War I. There was 
no reasonable chance of success but it couldn't afford to fail. 

The London conference couldn't afford to fail—and it didn’t. 
What makes the expanded Brussels pact and the agreement to in- 
clude Germany in NATO a meaningful achievement is that every- 


body won. 


Each made some significant concession, 


some needed 


contribution, and these produced an agreement by which everybody 


is better off. 

Many said and many believed 
that there was no such thing as a 
good alternative to the European 
Defense Community treaty which 
the French Assembly defeated. 
They were wrong—fortunately. 

The West has not at any time 
since the end of World War II ex- 
hibited as imaginative and mature 
a diplomacy as that which pre- 
vailed in London. Each put the 
preservation and the strengthening 
of the Western Alliance foremost 
and because the alliance has been 
incaleulably strengthened, all are 
better off. 

Britain's contribution was cru- 
cial. Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden announced that his country 
would ‘“‘take a very formidable 
step,’ that it would keep four di- 
visions and a tactical air force in 
Europe and pledged they would 
not be removed from the Continent 
except with the approval of a ma- 
jority of the Brussels powers. 

It would be wrong to overlook 
the anxieties which many feel 
about any rearmament of Germany 
lest an aggressive nationalism 
might again turn against its neigh- 
bors. But there are three deterrents 
against such an event: 

1.—West Germany is integrat- 
ing itself militarily with the Brus- 
sels powers for the collective de- 
fense of Western Europe and its

Of course, the Kremlin won't like 
this turn of events and can be ex- 
pected to react vigorously. It will 
have several months jin which to 
get in its work since the process 
of ratification will take some little 
time. 

At the very least Moscow will 
seek to belabor or to beguile the 
Germans and the French with 
threats and offers and if Russia 
ever intends to withdraw volun- 
tarily, from East Germany and 
Austria this will be her opportunity 
to bargain.

Conditions would seem ideal for 
the test here.

Shaming Won't Help Child; 
Be Constructive Instead 


No one can shame a child into anything. More precisely, no 
one can shame a child out of doing something. The sooner every 
parent realizes this, the happier their children will be. 


Shame is not a deterrent. All 
shame does for a child is to 
make him resentful at the person 
who singles him out for shame. 
It does not break the “bad’’ 
habit, such as 
or wetting the , which has 
brought censure upon the child’s 
head. 


Usually, it only drives it under- 
ground. Sometimes shame 
makes the habit even more con- 
firmed. ~ 

“Shame on you!” an adult will 
reproach a 3-year-old. “Aren't 
you ashamed for being such a 
baby?”’ Occasionally a child will 
tell the truth. He will say, ‘‘No.” 
He sucks this thumb for com- 
fort and solace. He wets the 
bed because he can’t help it. 

More often, children become 
sullen and defiant. They hang 
their heads when scolded, feel 
miserable, and continue with the 
habit because, attention having 
been called to it, they feel 
powerless to stop. 

SOME EXAMPLES 

We shame and scold children 
for trivial offenses, if indeed they 
are offenses at all. The 3-year- 
old loses his grip on a glass of 
milk. It falls to the floor, shat- 
ters, and splatters. “Shame on 


you, Willy! Spilling your milk 
again!”’ 
If you, as an adult, were 


harassed and shamed by a more 
powerful adult every time you 
broke a giass, nicked a plate, 
or tripped and stubbed your toe, 
what would be your reaction? 
You would become §self-con- 
scious. It would be almost im- 
possible for you to accomplish 
small tasks easily in the pres- 
ence of the shaming one. 

Pretty soon you would have a 
healthy dislike for that other 
adult. 

To heap shame upon a child 
in private is bad enough. To do 
so in public, with others pulled 
in as witnesses to the shame, 
is galling. Both are unnecessary. 

They correct neither the acci- 
dent nor the habit, and correc- 


tion is their only conceivable 
purpose. They make matters 
worse. 


‘BAD’ OR ANNOYING 


‘‘Bad”’ habits usually are bad 
only because they are annoying 


to adults. They usually fill a 


need of the moment and are 
self-correcting; time, growth, 
and maturity take care of them. 

Building up a child’s self-re- 
liance in other fields, however, 


helps him overcome a habit by 
himself. A vivid example of this 
is given in a recent issue of 
Children, publication of the 
federal Children’s bureau, in an 
account of the work done at Mi- 
chael Reese hospital’s school for 
children with cerebral palsy: 
“Instead of reproaching list- 
less, badly handicapped Martha 
for her continual wetting, her 
teacher and therapists set about 
helping her to hold her own cup, 
feed herself with a special 
spoon, ride a tricycle, color and 
paint, and play with other chil- 
dren. ... As her happiness grew, 


the teacher explained to her 
how she would try to help her 
keep dry. Soon after this, Martha 
stopped wetting.”’

To speed the baking of beans, 
use the canned variety. For 


that special flavor, you might 
want to saute onion and sliced 
frankfurters to add to the beans 
as they heat.
